In previous lectures, Senator 
Cippico has hinted at a danger of 
war if the other powers who ii- 
vided Germany's colonies «at the 
end of the war without giving any 
to Italy, do not make an amicahie 
settlement by which Italy may 
obtain colonies or some other out- 
let for her overpopulation. He has 
called attention to Italy's dilemma 
as “a prisoner fn her own sex,” 
because of English control of the 
gates. ofa¢the Mediterranean, and 
has sought to prove how this ceo- 
graphical) tion, together with 
her overpopulation and lack of 
raw materials, make expansion in- 
evitable. 

“The formula of the mora)! su- 
periority.of France over the whole 
of Europe is, it is useless to hide 
the fact, regented by many.” he 
said, “but it will perhaps be ac- 
cepted by some so long as France 
is as todays the most formidably 
armed nation of the continent of 
Europe. 

“The notion that the Fren@h en- 
tertain of their admirable coun- 
try and would like to impose on 
the world is ingeniously somewhat 
similar to that which Louisa of 
Savoy, mother of Francis I, had of 
her royal son.

FourWeek Period 


A monthly survey of the crimi- 


Court of Los Angeles county. just 
completed by the Crime Commis- 
sion of Los Angeles, shows a total 
of twenty-four cases presented to’ 
juries during July. Of these cases, 


in acquittals and in two cases the 
jury failed to agree. 

During the same month . there 
were twenty-three cases dismissed 
in the Superior Court on motion of 
the District Attorney; three on mo- 
tion of the defendant and one case 
where the moving party was not 
stated. 

The trial-disposition figures in 
percentages are: 

Convictions, 39.2 per cent: ac- 


quittals, 3.9: disagreements, 3.9;

In June there were twenty-six, 


convictions, five acquittals, four dis-

Priceless works of arts will be

covery of the strange secrets of 
corrosion, officers of the American 
Chemical Society, now in conven- 
tion in Los Angel#a, announced yes- 
terday. The startling announce- 
ment came as the result of a report 


just completed by Prof. Colin G. 
FFink, noted chemist of Columbia 
University. Amazing examples of 
restoration that science had previ- 
ousl rded as impossible are 
cit in the report. 

Prof. Fink's experimen have 
demonstrated, it was said, that the’ 
two chief evile which affiict art col- 
lections, one known as the “bronze 
disease” and the other a) corrosive 
green crust, can be conquered. The 
success of the experiments, which 
were carried out in co-operation 
with the Metropol Museum of 
Art in New York, and the National 
Research Council, are a climax to 
years of effort to ascertain the 
cause end cure of corrosion, which 
in industry slone causes « - 
gering annual loss all over t 
world. According to chemists at- 
tending the convention here, Sir 
Rebert Hadfield, British ironmast- 
er, who has made a study of cor- 
roajon, estimated recently that the 
annual loss from this cause exceeds 
the annual value of fhe’ entire 
steel and iron output of Great Brit-
